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Pavilion Should be saved' 


Redevelopment group envisages a flourishing theatre complex

A SPECTACULAR £160 
million redevelopment of 
Weymouth Pavilion com¬ 
plex could be ready to start 
in 2013. 

But the White Knight 
Group fears its proposals 
will be badly delayed - 
perhaps with no construc¬ 
tion until 2020 - if the 
council waits until an eco¬ 
nomic recovery is more es¬ 
tablished before starting 
the development process 
from scratch. 

White Knight said it 
would start the planning 
process now so first phase 
construction could start in 
2013 for 300 residential 
units, 61,000 square feet 
of retail and office space, a 
120-bed 4-star hotel, a 
300-berth deep water ma¬ 
rina, a new ferry terminal 


and a refurbished Pavilion 
Theatre. 

Jeffrey Heintz of Bristol- 
based Barlow Henley Ar¬ 
chitects is part of the 
White Knight Group 
which feels so strongly 
about the situation that it 
has sent a letter to every 
member of the council urg¬ 
ing progress. 

Mr Heintz said: “This is 
arguably the most signifi¬ 
cant project currently in 
the South West. 

“The Pavilion Theatre 
can and should be saved. 
There is no valid reason to 
allow it to fail. 

“Theatre professionals 
agree that the regional the¬ 
atres that are most success¬ 


ful seat roughly 1,000 peo¬ 
ple. The Pavilion Theatre 
matches this configuration 
and also has exceptional 
acoustics and good sight 
lines enabling the broadest 
spectrum of potential uses. 

“To build a comparable 
theatre today would cost 
£50 million. Construction 
of a 500-seat sustainable 
multi-purpose “commu¬ 
nity” theatre could cost 
£10 million which is 
roughly the cost of remod¬ 
elling the Pavilion. I must 
add that we see a flourish¬ 
ing theatre complex as 
complementing and 
strengthening existing 
arts facilities in South and 
West Dorset. 


“Some people suggest 
that the council’s motiva¬ 
tion for seeking to close 
and demolish the theatre 
may be to clear the site for 
development. While this 
might be the approach of 
some developers, it is not 
ours. Indeed, we see the 
success of the theatre and 
the success of the develop¬ 
ment as inextricably 
linked.” 


Weymouth Pavilion 
steering group chairman 
Councillor Ray Banham 
was delighted and said: 
“This concern for the 
Pavilion is welcome news 
from White Knight and I 
shall be asking officers to 
investigate their comments 
further. 

“I particularly like their 
intention to refurbish the 
Theatre since we don’t feel 


it should be demolished. It 
is solid as a rock and just 
needs renovating. 

“White Knight’s propos¬ 
als provide what I and 
many other people want 
which is a refurbished 
1,000-seat theatre to en¬ 
able us to attract decent 
shows and decent artists.” 

Mr Heintz said that the 
theatre cannot thrive “in its 
current physical condi¬ 
tion and in its isolated and 
barren, undeveloped sur¬ 
roundings”. 

He added: “The develop¬ 
ment we would undertake 
is that set forth in the 
council’s masterplan - 
adopted after extensive 
consultation and public 
discussion — which fea¬ 
tures the theatre as the cen¬ 
trepiece of the scheme. 
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“The development would 
provide covered parking 
and a sheltered entrance to 
the theatre. It would also 
generate from profits the 
funds to enable the refur¬ 
bishment work to be un¬ 
dertaken. 

“The development would 
create a new year-round 
neighbourhood with hotel, 
shops and restaurants in 
addition to the new flats 
and marina. It will be the 
ideal environment for a 
theatre seeking to attract 
audiences from the broad¬ 
est possible catchment 


area looking for a special 
day or evening out. 

“As developers, we be¬ 
lieve that a successful the¬ 
atre is a 

significant element in the 
creation of an attractive 
destination in which to 
live, work and play. We 
are so convinced in the 
merits of the theatre and its 
importance to the develop¬ 
ment that, 18 months ago, 
we proposed taking over 
the theatre on a short-term 
lease while we prepared to 
place it into a trust or other

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IT was a chance glance at a website advertise¬ 
ment that led Ros Fry into a whole new career 
when she was least expecting it. 

As Dorset Area Volunteer Manager for Cancer 
Research UK, Ros is currently responsible for 
looking after volunteers throughout the 
county and encouraging people to fundraise 
in whatever ways they can to help beat cancer. 

With a background in Arts Marketing and 
Communications, Ros has found that her skills 
are very relevant to the work she now does for 
Cancer Research UK. 

Ros is 52 and lives in Bridport with husband 
Chris, sons Matthew and Dominic, and Jack 
Russell terrier Lettie. 


■ HOW did you end up getting the job? 

Well, strangely enough I wasn’t really looking for a new 
job. I had never worked in a charity before. I’d worked 
all my life in the cultural sector, for museums and arts 
venues. Like a lot of people my friend got cancer and 
I’d been affected by that, so I was looking for informa¬ 
tion. The job just scrolled past me on a website and I 
thought, ‘Yeah, I could do that’, so I applied. 

■ HOW has an arts background been of benefit to 
you in this job? 

Working in the cultural sector was a lot about working 
with people, working out what motivates them and how 
to get the best out of them. That is exactly the same with 
the work I now do. People in the arts world are very 
passionate about what they do, so they will go the extra 
mile. They will work hard, not because they get good 
incomes, but because they are passionate. The same is 
true of fundraisers at Cancer Research UK. Also, the 
colleagues I work with are incredibly passionate and 
motivated people. It’s quite a change, a different world, 
but many of the things are the same. 

■ WHAT kind of fundraising events have been 
going on in Dorset recently? 

Well, some fundraisers are in groups that do regular 
events. There are 30 groups in Dorset that I regularly 
work with, so they may do the same things at certain 
times of the year. For instance, the Bridport group have 
a ‘Famous Curry Lunch’ every February, or they might 
do coffee mornings, or Bingo or Beetle drives as regular 
events. Then there are individual fundraisers who de¬ 
cide to do something as a challenge like cycling from 
John O’Groats to Lands End. I had a young man re¬ 



cently who got sponsored to shave off his dreadlocks. 


■ HOW can people get involved with raising 
money for Cancer Research UK? 

The best thing to do is look at the website www.cancer- 
researchuk.org and you can get a pamphlet that contains 
lots of ideas. Then I ring you up and help make it happen. 
Do something that you enjoy doing anyway and raise 
money from it. It’s fine if it’s only a small amount. If lots 
of people donate small amounts it adds up to making a 
huge difference. If you do just one meal this year where 
you ask friends to dress up and come to dinner and pay 
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you money you could raise £100, and if everybody did 
that then it would be brilliant. Sponsored walks are al¬ 
ways very successful, there’s one in Bournemouth and 
Poole every year that raises a lot. Also, the ‘Race for 
Life’ events are really popular and you get fit at the same 
time, there are races in Sherborne and Dorchester com¬ 
ing up this year. Fundraising Gala’s and Balls are good 
too as well as things that don’t cost too much to organise 
but are fun to do. 

■ WHAT other interests do you have outside of 
work? 

I play the ukulele, I play real tennis, I enjoy swimming 
and walking my dog Lettie, and I go to a book group 
which has been running for some time. It’s with a group 
of friends and we meet once a month. I like to read a lot. 

■ WHAT three good reads would you recommend 
this year? 

For Christmas I asked for three great books. One is called 
‘Vertigo’ by Winfried Sebald; it’s a kind of philosophical 
travelogue. Then there’s ‘The Emperor of all Maladies’ 
by Siddhartha Mukherjee which is basically a biography 
of cancer. My other choice is a book by Simon Garfield 
called ‘What’s My Type?’, which is all about fonts and 
typefaces. A lot of my work in the past has been about 
marketing and communications and the big challenge for 
Cancer Research UK is how do you communicate sci¬ 
ence and that’s why I asked for that book.

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Man's face cut

A MAN suffered a facial wound after he was at¬ 
tacked with a knife in Weymouth.

not-for-profit form of ownership. 

“Dependent on an independent business audit, we 
were even prepared to cap the council’s financial ex¬ 
posure to the theatre. Of course, another significant ad¬ 
vantage of the trust is that it would encourage 
the formation of a Friends of the Theatre to raise con¬ 
tributions as well as provide support and guidance to 
the trust. 

“We believe developing the site would achieve a 
number of objectives the council set in its 2008-2013 
Corporate Plan aimed “to promote improvement in the 
local economy” and to reap “maximum economic ben¬ 
efit from hosting the Olympic sailing events.” 

“We are convinced that our proposal for taking the 
development forward is the only one that could be re¬ 
alised this decade. There is still time to capitalise on 
the forthcoming Games to promote both Weymouth 
and the project, but continuing delay risks squandering 
this once in a lifetime opportunity.” 



Ferry service boost for 
Weymouth and Portland

A NEW £5 million com¬ 
pany plans to start running 
a ferry service from Port¬ 
land to France in May 
2013. 

High Speed Ferries hopes 
to carry 100,000 cars and 
300,000 passengers every 
year, figures which could 
eventually double. 

The business, which will 
have up to 66 sea staff and 
23 full time shore staff, will 
provide an estimated £4 
million annual boost to the 
South Dorset economy. 

Passengers will arrive at 
Portland Port’s main gate 
and be funnelled through to 
the departure point ahead 
of a two hours and 15- 
minute crossing on a large 
fast ferry capable of carry¬ 
ing up to 250 cars and 800 
passengers. 

HSF director and project 
manager Jonathan Packer, 
who is also a founder direc¬ 
tor of Portland Port, said 
that two or three sailings 
per day were planned in 
season from Easter to Oc¬ 
tober. 

He added: “This new 
service will be the fastest 
and most frequent crossing 
on the Western Channel 
and we are also considering 
a weekend winter service. 

“The ferry will bring out¬ 
ward and inward tourism 
benefits to the South West 
and, with its Portland-Wey¬ 
mouth base and employ¬ 
ment, will generate more 
than £4 million per annum 
direct contribution to the 
local economy plus tourism 
and accommodation earn¬ 
ings.” 

Mr Packer took The View 
into the heart of Portland 


Port and pointed out where 
the HSF ferry would be 
berthed. 

He said the new direct 
ferry route would reduce 
road miles and avoid the 
congested roads of South 
East and Northern France, 
significantly reducing 
through journey times, road 
miles and travel costs as 
well as offering the South 
West market a real alterna¬ 
tive to the Dover Straits. 

He added: “Sailings are 
planned to arrive and de¬ 
part from Portland outside 
the local area peak hour 
traffic periods while Cher¬ 
bourg now has wide access 
to the French autoroute net¬ 
work. 

“This will be a focussed 
and low cost operation on 
an attractive route offering 
quality delivery and simple 
web-based pricing and 
booking. 

“The project is now well 
advanced. Agreements are 
in place with Portland Port, 
for the development of the 
dedicated ferry terminal, 
the company operational 
base and with the port of 
Cherbourg. 

“Nearly all the necessary 
consents and licences have 
now been secured and our 
project development com¬ 
pany has put considerable 
development funds and 
time into this project. 

“I essence, we want a 
passenger say from Bristol 
to be able to drive down for 
a 7am sailing and to be in 
Brittany for lunch or Bor¬ 
deaux for dinner. It is that 
simple.”

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Warning over bogus tradesmen 


BOGUS tradesman could be target¬ 
ing West Dorset’s vulnerable home- 
owners, fear the county’s authorities. 

Homeowners are warned not to be 
tricked into having maintenance 
work done by opportunist tradesmen 
looking to cash in on recent bad 
weather. 

West Dorset became a prime target 
for dishonest workmen after storms 
battered properties across the 
county, said Dorset Police and 
Dorset County Council (DCC) Trad¬ 
ing Standards officers. 

It is believed the high winds the 
county experienced could prompt 
dishonest workmen to try and per¬ 
suade householders they need urgent 
repair work done to property or on 
their land. 

Such approaches may be false or 
an attempt to offer repair work, often 
poorly done, at hugely inflated 
prices, said a DCC spokesman. 

Trading standards officers are ad¬ 
vising the public not to sign up to 
any work on the doorstep, no matter 
how urgent the caller says the work 
is. 

Homeowners are asked to pass on 
the details of any doorstep workman 
who approach them. 

Ivan Hancock, Trading Standards 
Service Manager at DCC, said: “We 
hope that most tradesmen will be 
honest and not exploit the situation, 
but there is always a risk that some 
might see this as an opportunity. 

“We ask that people be vigilant and 
not feel forced or coaxed into doing 
work that is unnecessary or costly as 
well as keeping an eye out for any 
elderly or vulnerable neighbours.” 

Residents who need work carried 
out are advised to find a Trading 


Standards approved trader they can 
trust at www.buywithconfidence. 
gov.uk 

Alternatively you can call Con¬ 
sumer Direct for a local list on 08454 
04 05 06 or ask a neighbour, friend 
or relative to look up an approved 
trader. 

Officers would also advise people 
to get more than one quote, prefer¬ 
ably three, so they know they are 
being quoted a fair price. 

Any tradesmen calling at the door 
must give a written seven-day ‘cool¬ 


ing off’ period to give people time to 
think about the offer. 

Work should not start before the 
end of the cooling off period unless 
the resident gives specific written 
agreement. 

Anyone who is approached on the 
doorstep by workmen offering such 
work is asked to make a note of any 
vehicle details, take a description of 
the workmen, if possible, and contact 
the police on the non-emergency 101 
number. If the caller persists, then 
call 999.

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Quality business 
park could create 
hundreds of jobs 


WORK has started on the new £14 million 
Link Park business development in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Hundreds of jobs could be created by the 
ten-acre park which occupies land be¬ 
tween Chickerell Road and the Chickerell 
link road. 

The site was acquired by Granby devel¬ 
oper Mickey Jones, the chief executive of 
DJ Property, who has spent five years 
masterminding the project. 

He said: “Link Park is an incredible 
shopfront for businesses because it’s so 
prominent. The transport connections are 
superb. 

“Link Park is surrounded by newly-built 
roads, it has a direct bus link into Wey¬ 
mouth town centre and the Olympic cycle 
path runs next to it. It’s also two minutes 
from the Weymouth relief road, making 
deliveries easy and predictable. This is 
what South Dorset businesses have been 
crying out for.” 

He added that there had already been a 
huge amount of interest in the site at local, 
regional and national level. 

The first phase of the scheme, which 
will create two 12,000 square feet build¬ 
ings each split into units, is hoped to be 
completed this autumn shortly after the 
Olympic sailing events are held in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

A new access route into Link Park is 
being created which will force the closure 
of the west bound lane of the B3157 
Chickerell link road for about seven 
weeks while site utilities are laid.

Traffic en-route to Chickerell from 
Granby Way will be diverted through the 
Granby Industrial Estate and Mr Jones 
said: “I’m sorry if this causes any tempo¬ 
rary inconvenience or disruption for mo¬ 
torists, but this development creates 
significant economic prosperity. We de¬ 
cided to do this now in January, February 
and March rather than disrupt the peak 
tourist season.” 

The scheme already has outline planning 
consent and a detailed planning applica¬ 
tion has been submitted for the first phase. 

Occupiers will benefit from super-fast 
broadband connections as the timing of 
the development coincides with BT’s na¬ 
tional project to upgrade broadband infra¬ 
structure. From mid-2012 onwards, Link 
Park and many other locations throughout 
Weymouth and the rest of Dorset will ben¬ 
efit considerably from this investment. 

The first buildings at Link Park will 
have half of their roofs facing south, mak¬ 
ing them ideal for PV energy generation. 

Mr Jones said: “These modern buildings 
will ooze quality. Materials will include 
high quality cladding and powder-coated 
aluminium doors and windows. There will 
be a mixed palette of textures and colours, 
thus creating an exciting, modern design. 

“These will be the best quality buildings 
available in the local market, and due to 
their prominent location, demand is ex¬ 
pected to be high.”

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Strong feelings at consultation over gypsy sites

HUNDREDS of people 
voiced their views when a 
consultation event was 
held into suggested Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland sites 
for gypsies and travellers. 

Two main sites domi¬ 
nated debate at Weymouth 
Pavilion Ocean Room, one 
at Mount Pleasant park and 


ride and the other on top of 
the old rubbish tip at Lod- 
moor. 

Environment spokesman 
Councillor Ian Roebuck 
said the event was one of 
several being held across 


the county. 

He added: “Weymouth 
and Portland is being en¬ 
couraged to find transit 
sites for 25 gypsy and 
traveller families as part of 
Dorset’s requirement to 
find 111 permanent resi¬ 
dential sites and 144 tran¬ 
sit sites. 

“As part of that encour¬ 
agement Weymouth and 
Portland will be entitled to 
a share of £57 million na¬ 
tionally to provide that 
support. 

“All views expressed 
here tonight will be col¬ 
lated to help form a coun¬ 
tywide evidence base 
from which a develop¬ 
ment plan will be drawn 
up. 

“This plan will identify 
sites across the county in¬ 
cluding Weymouth and 
Portland which could be 
suitable and also those, 
which for planning rea¬ 
sons, are not felt suitable.” 

Some of those at the 
consultation said they 
would have liked it to 
have included a “do noth¬ 
ing” option while Lod- 
moor Traveller Site 
Campaign chairman Her- 
minia Wigmore said: “We 
not only don’t want gyp¬

sies or travellers we don’t 
want any development 
there at all. 

“It is contaminated land 
and a Site of Special Sci¬ 
entific Interest and it 
should be left as such and 
withdrawn from the list.” 

Mr Roebuck said it was 
all going to be “a very 
long process” and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland had 
decided to give residents 
the first chance to com¬ 
ment whereas other au¬ 
thorities such as West 
Dorset had ruled out sites 
without consulting the 
public. 

He added: “We hope that 
all this will end with gypsy 
and traveller transit sites 
being chosen in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland which 
are suitable for purpose 
but which will not increase 
tensions with residents.” 

Mr Roebuck said he had 
talked with scores of peo¬ 
ple about the issue. 

He said: “The main 
opinion emerging is that 
Lodmoor is totally unsuit¬ 
able - an opinion I share - 
while using Mount Plesant 
would clash with its exist¬ 
ing use. 

“We are hoping that the 
resident consultation may 
bring forward alternative 
sites, but I quote to resi¬ 
dents what Communities 
Minister Andrew Stunell 


has said which is: “This 
must be in accordance 
with the planning system. 
There is no way that pro¬ 
posed sites will get an easy 
ride through the planning 
process.”

E IGHTY new jobs will be recruited for Weymouth’s 
Riviera Hotel which is poised to reopen this spring 
after a £4 million refurbishment. 

The complex at Bowleaze Cove has been closed to pub¬ 
lic for work over the last 15 months after being bought 
for £3.5 million in 2009 by the Dhiafah Group, a family- 
owned company which has 18 hotels worldwide includ¬ 
ing ones in London, Paris, Saudi and Geneva. 

They said they saw the potential of the iconic hotel at 
Bowleaze and immediately drew up ambitious design 
plans which will see the 3-star hotel reopen this spring 
with new facilities including the brand new Bowleaze 
Restaurant which can seat up to 200 people.

MEMO gets the go ahead 


A WAR chest for legal 
costs has received sev¬ 
eral boosts as campaign¬ 
ers fighting to save a 
Weymouth open area 
from developers prepare 
to take their case to the 
High Court on February 
6th. 

Markham and Little 
Francis was designated 
a Town Green in 2000 
but Weymouth-based 
Betterment Properties, 
which owns the land, 
successfully argued at 
the High Court last No¬ 
vember that such status 
should be removed. 

Campaigners refused 
to give up and won the 


right to appeal with safe¬ 
guards over the level of 
costs involved. 

Now they are forging 
ahead with preparing their 
case and fundraising and 
Society for the Protection 
of Markham and Little 
Francis chairman Council¬ 
lor Gill Taylor said: “Local 
businesses and residents 
are continuing to support 
our campaign and 
fundraising is going well, 
but we still need more. 

“We have recently had a 
generous pledge from 
Wyke Regis Protection So¬ 
ciety for our fighting fund 
which is in addition to 
pledges from the Open 


Spaces Society and the 
Council for the Protection 
of Rural England. 

“The backing that we 
have also received from 
local people demonstrates 
to me the value that is 
placed on the Town Green. 

“Without this generous 
support we would not be in 
a position to take this court 
case forward and the soci¬ 
ety wholeheartedly thanks 
all those people and busi¬ 
nesses who have made do¬ 
nations towards this local 
campaign that has national 
significance.” 

Among those to be 
thanked was Weymouth 
Tandoori who put up the 


first prize of £500 for a 
Christmas prize raffle 
which boosted funds by 
more than £2,000. 

Mrs Taylor said that the 
High Court case is ex¬ 
pected to last five days 
and added: “We are 
being heard at the same 
time as a green in Hud¬ 
dersfield - Clayton Fields 
- which is in a similar 
position to us. 

“We have just added a 
QC to our legal team 
which will mean we have 
two barristers and a QC 
in court. 

“There is still an appli¬ 
cation in the Appeal 
Court for our case to be 
heard at the same time as 
a third green which is in 
Wales and we are still 
waiting to hear on that 
one. 

“Our legal team is hop¬ 
ing that they will be 
joined with us as it is 
their view that this will 
strengthen our case but 
that is very much up to 
the courts. 

“We're very grateful to 
Jamal for his kind dona¬ 
tion and are heartened 
that, at a time when 
budgets are being 
squeezed, we raised 
more from our 2011 raf¬ 
fle than from the 2010 
raffle.”

A HUGE tower carved with im¬ 
ages of all the species to have be¬ 
come extinct in modem times is to 
be built on Portland. 

It was a tense time for sculptor 
Sebastian Brooke, who had the 
original idea for the Mass Extinc¬ 
tion Memorial Observatory, but his 
presentation on the £15 million 
project, which has worldwide sup¬ 
port, carried the day at a meeting 
of Weymouth and Portland plan¬ 
ning committee. 

Members gave the go-ahead for 
MEMO to be built at Bowers 
Quarry off Wide Street, delegating 
final permission to their officers 
subject to nearly 20 conditions in¬ 
cluding materials, archaeology, 
lighting and landscaping. 

It was a huge relief for Mr 
Brooke who told The View : “This 
decision is a great weight off my 
mind. It was five years of work de¬ 
cided in a few minutes.” 

Earlier Mr Brooke told the com¬ 
mittee that MEMO had been de¬ 
signed as a continuous spiral of 
stone carved with extinct species 
with visitors walking up inside the 
tower and then descending down 
the outside of the structure. 

It had backing from numerous 
distinguished sources, he said, in¬ 
cluding the Royal Society and the 
United Nations and he hoped the 
tower would open in 2013. 

He added that MEMO is an edu¬ 
cational charity dedicated to re-

membering more than 800 species 
which have already gone extinct in 
modern times. 

These range from the Dodo to the 
Great Auk which used to nest on 
Portland and that MEMO will also 
include a memorial bell which will 
be rung each year on Biodiversity 
Day on May 22 nd . 

The meeting also heard that there 
had been about 90 letters in sup¬ 
port of the scheme and a dozen 
against including one from local 
resident Ray Nowak who said it 
encroached on a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest, that the tower 
was needed for the scheme and 
could set a precedent allowing de¬ 
velopers to build similar structures. 

But committee support for the 


scheme was unanimous and Coun¬ 
cillor Ray Banham said he felt it 
was “an ideal attraction for Port¬ 
land” which would also benefit 
other local attractions by bringing 
more people into the area. 

Councillor Peter Farrell said it 
was “a well thought out scheme 
which has enormous support” and 
which would be a great visitor at¬ 
traction. 

Deputy Mayor Councillor Mar¬ 
garet Leicester said: “This could 
either be an iconic landmark or a 
white elephant and I think we have 
to take a chance. Most people 
think this will be good and I think 
it is very welcome.” 

Councillor Anne Kenwood said: 
“I am really excited about this 
project and I am sure it will en¬ 
hance the area and fit in with the 
landscape.”

SOUTH Dorset MP 
Richard Drax has met with 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron in the continuing 
fight to keep a search and 
rescue helicopter at Port¬ 
land. 

A recent Department of 
Transport decision to cut 
the helicopter means the 
closest helicopter will now 
be Lee on Solent or Fal¬ 
mouth. 

Mr Drax, whose delega¬ 
tion included Weymouth 
and Portland councillor 
Mike Goodman, said the 
meeting with the Prime 
Minister went “as well as 
could be expected”.

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Compromise agreement allows 
pub to extend opening hours 


A WEYMOUTH pub has been 
granted permission to extend its 
opening hours until lam but not the 
2am it was asking for. 

The Nothe Tavern overlooking the 
harbour was also given permission 
to have live music up to midnight 
provided pub doors and windows 
were shut and to have acoustic 
music outside until 9pm. 

A meeting of Weymouth and Port¬ 
land licensing sub-committee had 
been asked to consider various vari¬ 
ations to the Tavern’s licence and 
heard first from solicitor Andrew 
Cochrane for the pub. 

He said the Nothe Tavern was well 
situated for the Olympic sailing 
events and wanted to ensure its full 
use so it could attract custom during 
the event. 

Business had been hit by road¬ 
works for the Olympics, he said, 
and the Tavern, which was “princi¬ 
pally a food led operation”, was 


now trying to “claw back” trade. 

Landlord James Parsons said he 
had been there for nearly five years 
with no complaints and he sug¬ 
gested that several objections to the 
tavern’s proposals were based on 
“speculation”. 

He added that “we would not 
dream of going into a wet-led busi¬ 
ness (more drink orientated) be¬ 
cause it would threaten what we 
have”. 

Councillor John Birtwistle, whose 
Weymouth East ward contains the 
pub, said the prospect of later out¬ 
side entertainment in a residential 
area was “disturbing” while Alan 
Smith, of Nothe Parade objected on 
environmental grounds. 

He said its function room and 
main bar were on a level with his 
bedroom and, while he wouldn’t ob¬ 
ject to the pub getting a special li¬ 
cence for the Olympics, he did 
object to permanent licence changes 


which were “unreasonable” for the 
neighbourhood and which “cannot 
avoid creating a public nuisance”. 

Others said nearby residents 
should be entitled to some peace 
and quiet, but Mr Cockrane said the 
proposals didn’t mean the landlord 
was “preparing to reinvent the 
Nothe Tavern” while Mr Parsons 
said he had just signed up for an¬ 
other five years and if people had 
concerns about the proposals they 
should get in touch with him and 
“we will listen to you”. 

After various licence changes 
were approved by the sub-commit¬ 
tee he said: “It was a good compro¬ 
mise. It is full speed ahead now for 
the Olympics.” 

Both sides were reminded that 
each had a right of appeal to Wey¬ 
mouth Magistrates Court within 21 
days. 


Warning to bridge red light jumpers 


MOTORISTS are being warned of the 
dangers of ignoring the traffic sig¬ 
nals at Weymouth's lifting bridge. 

A number of drivers over the past 
few weeks have been caught run¬ 
ning the lights, endangering pedes¬ 
trians, bridge operators and other 
drivers. 

Those who break the law automat¬ 
ically face a £60 penalty and three 
points on their licence. 

The bridge has number plate 
recognition cameras that can iden¬ 


tify those who skip the red lights. 

Drivers who break the law are 
recorded by CCTV, which may result 
in a court summons, leading to a 
fine, court costs and possible confis¬ 
cation of the vehicle. 

Drivers also risk damage to their 
vehicle on the heavy metal barriers. 

Councillor Christine James, brief 
holder for Transport and Infrastruc¬ 
ture with Weymouth & Portland Bor¬ 
ough Council, said:"lncidents of this 
nature have increased recently, and 


in the past there have been several 
occasions where bridge operators 
and pedestrians have narrowly 
avoided being hit by vehicles speed¬ 
ing over the bridge to avoid the bar¬ 
riers. 

"I'd like to remind road users that 
no matter how much of a rush they 
are in, it's never worth taking the 
risk. All drivers should be aware of 
the basic rules of the road, which in¬ 
cludes not driving through a red 
light."

HIGH-SPEED OLYMPIC LEGACY 


THE 2012 Olympic Games will 
bring superfast broadband to 
Weymouth and Portland, giving 
thousands access to high-speed 
internet connections during the 
international sailing events. 

Having originally only earmarked 
Portland for the Olympic upgrade, BT 
announced in September that Wey¬ 
mouth was one of 114 communities 
chosen in the latest phase of its £2.5 
billion fibre-optic, superfast broad¬ 
band roll-out - promising to deliver it 
in time for the Games. 

Almost 20,000 homes and businesses 
in Weymouth are now expected to 
benefit from the 40 mega bit per sec¬ 
ond download speeds, and a further 
5,400 on Portland, as well as over 500 
athletes and officials during the sailing. 

The cable for this superfast broad¬ 
band in Portland will remain in place 
after the Olympics. However, the con¬ 
nection will only be kept if businesses 
prove there is a need. 

The Dorset Digital Taskforce, set up 
by Dorset Chamber of Commerce to 
lobby and negotiate with internet 
service providers to improve broad¬ 
band speeds across the county, has 
been working on a campaign to keep 


the connection in Portland after the 
Olympics. 

However, chairman Dr Monica See¬ 
ley, is concerned that businesses are 
not showing enough interest because 
they don't know what a difference su¬ 
perfast broadband will make. 

She said: "To keep the connection 
working, Dorset will have to put up a 
good case. If we don't have a plan, the 
cable will just lay there un-used. 

"It will not happen without local 
businesses driving up the demand 
and, at the moment, that is not hap¬ 
pening. I think this is because busi¬ 
nesses can't see what superfast 
broadband can do for them. What we 
need to do is start help¬ 
ing our users un¬ 
derstand what 
they could do 
if they had su¬ 
perfast broad¬ 
band."

DORCHESTER has 
also been lucky 
enough to be named 
as one of BT's 114 
towns to get super¬ 
fast broadband by 
the end of 2012. 

Phil Gordon, project di¬ 
rector of Dorchester 
Business Improvement 
District, has welcomed 
the news but empha¬ 
sised how important fast 
broadband is for busi¬ 
nesses across the whole 
of the county. 

He said: "High speed 
broadband is essential 
to nearly all businesses 
these days, and it is a key 
consideration of people 
considering moving to 
the area - ask any estate 
agent. If we want to at¬ 
tract more new busi¬ 
nesses, and therefore 
more jobs, to Dorchester 
then we have to have a 
good business infra¬ 
structure and support 
networks as well as the 
other more natural at¬ 
tractions of living in one 
of the most beautiful

areas in the UK. 

"It was not that many 
years ago when we 
somehow managed to 
use the internet with 
slow dial-up modems, 
but the way technology 
has raced forward many 
of the most recent inno¬ 
vations, such as low- 
cost, high-performance 
video conferencing, sim¬ 
ply will not work reliably 
enough with slow 
broadband. 

"This is putting Dorset 
businesses at a disad¬ 
vantage when they are 
competing with compa¬ 
nies in fast broadband 
areas as clients need reg¬ 
ular face to face meet¬ 
ings either in person or 
via a video conference. 

"More and more shops 
in town are realising the 
importance of having a 
web offering with online 
ordering to supplement 
their high street pres¬ 
ence and this too in¬ 
creases the importance 


of having a fast connec¬ 
tion." 

Lyme Regis town coun¬ 
cilor Lucy Campbell, 
who manages commu¬ 
nity learning centre Ly- 
meNet, has also spoken 
of the importance of su¬ 
perfast broadband to 
businesses. 

She said that a higher 
speed would be "really 
helpful" to LymeNet as 
both staff and clients 
solely rely on using the 
internet. 

"Particularly in rural 
areas it is really impor¬ 


tant, as there are more 
businesses working 
from home," she added. 

In Bridport, Jon Stow, 
speaking on behalf of 
Bridport Chamber of 
Commerce, added: "I 
would certainly agree 
that every business 
should benefit from at 
least 2 mega bits per 
second so this is a good 
general target to aim for 
as a minimum speed for 
downloads. 

"Any improvements in 
the communications 
structure will ultimately 



benefit everyone. In my 
opinion, a reliable con¬ 
nection is more impor¬ 
tant than a fast 
connection."

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WORKING TOWARDS SUPERFAST CONNECTIONS: 
THE FACTS AND FIGURES 


SO what about the rest of Dorset? Across the 
county there is a call for an improved inter¬ 
net connection and in rural areas the need 
is desperate. Research carried out on behalf 
of Dorset County Council showed that some 
premises in West and North Dorset were still 
only able to get a 1990s-style dial-up con¬ 
nection. 

West Dorset proved to be the area worst affected by 
poor connections, with almost 38 per cent of properties 
working below the desired speed of at least 2 mega bits 
per second (Mbps). 

The Department of Culture, Media and Sport has 
now invested £530 million into bringing the whole of 
the UK up to the speed of at least 2Mbps by 2015, with 
£9.44 million of this being allocated to Dorset. Al¬ 
though this target is below the national average speed 
of 4.1 Mbps, the government has said it strikes a balance 
between the desire for ever-faster broadband and the 
costs implied in providing it. 

To receive the grant, Dorset must match-fund the 
£9.44 million, with West Dorset District Council offering 
£1.3 million toward this and Weymouth and Portland 
Borough Council, on top of their Olympic improve¬ 
ments, putting in over £153,000. 

In its Local Broadband Plan - submitted to Broad¬ 
band Delivery UK as part of the funding application - 
Dorset County Council has been particularly ambitious, 
aiming to deliver speeds of 30Mbps across the county 
by 2020. 

The Dorset Digital Taskforce is currently working with 
the county council to win its share of the funding and 
achieve its target. Dr Seeley has pointed out, however, 
that if it does receive the grant, the council will then 
have to go to a shortlist of internet providers and con¬ 
vince them why they should come to Dorset. To help 
fight Dorset's case, local communities are now being 
asked to express interest and prove there is a need for 
improved broadband speeds across the county. 

In Lyme Regis, the town council has created a survey 
and is asking all local businesses and individuals who

ALTHOUGH Dorset 
County Council's main 
aim is to provide speeds 
of 30Mbps by 2020, it 
has recognised that de¬ 
livering this superfast 
connection to some 
more rural areas will be 
"very difficult" to 
achieve in the short 
term. 

In these communities, 
the national target of 
2Mbps will be followed, 
with hopes of improving 
the speed further in the 
future. This is expected to 
affect up to five 
per cent of 
properties 
in Dorset. 

These 
rural com¬ 
munities 
are known 
as the Final 
Third - the last 30 per cent 
of the UK where market 
failure is predicted for su¬ 
perfast broadband. 

The map above shows 
the areas in Dorset which 
receive less than 2Mbps 
(marked in red), against 
the areas which recieve 
2Mbps or more - most of 
the main towns (marked 
in green). Areas that re¬ 
cieve less that 2Mbps are 
known as "slow-spots". Al¬ 
though slow, most places 
across Dorset do have 
some kind of connection - 
but there still are a few 
areas that cannot receive 
any kind of broadband at 
all. 

These areas are de¬ 
scribed as"not-spots"and

New look beach centre 
to be completed by July 


WORK is forging ahead at the £1.1 
million new look Chesil Beach Cen¬ 
tre between Portland and Weymouth. 

Details of the upgrading were given 
to a meeting of Portland Community 
partnership by Dorset Wildlife 
Trust’s Discover Chesil project offi¬ 
cer Emily Brown who has been over¬ 
seeing the redevelopment. 

She said the old building had been 
there since 1994 when it replaced an¬ 
other building on the site, since when 
30,000 people a year had visited the 
centre. 

However, it suffered from a lack of 
space for its interpretation area

which made it difficult to cater for 
schools and larger groups. 

The new centre will have an indoor 
cafe-restaurant area - the cafe will be 
a concession with six new jobs - 
while there will be two new build¬ 
ings including a central main inter¬ 
pretation area and an education room 
for schools, universities and the 
community. 

There will be sections for geology, 
wildlife, shipwrecks and local peo¬ 
ple’s stories which she said would be 


“very interactive and very hands on”. 

A new boardwalk will mn up to the 
top of Chesil Beach and she urged 
people to support its £50-a-plank 
sponsorship scheme. 

The new centre could be handed 
over by July 14th and Emily said: “It 
is all very tight but I think they will 
be all right.” 

She added that they were now 
looking for volunteers to help staff 
the site and she assured the meeting 
that public toilets would still be 
available at the centre without hav¬ 
ing to use the cafe.

Loving life on a beautiful day 

DONKEYS are lovely creatures, but winter isn't really 
their time. 

So I can only guess at the pleasure several of Wey¬ 
mouth's beach donkeys got when the ramp on their 
lorry dropped and they walked down on to the sands 
in brilliant Sunday sunshine. 

It was difficult to imagine weather more inappropriate 
to winter because temperatures were high and there 
was almost no wind at all - so the donkeys took full ad¬ 
vantage of it. 

Staff kept hold of lead ropes but stepped briskly out 
of the way as donkey after donkey rolled over on to 
their backs and, with a wiggle of pure pleasure, pro¬ 
ceeded to give their backs a good scrubbing on the 
sand. 

Watching children loved it and more than one of them 
could be seen imitating the donkeys, rubbing their own 
backs against railings on the seafront. 

The whole scene was one of those snapshot memo¬ 
ries we are sometimes lucky enough to get. 


The View from the top! 


FEW people get a chance to see Wey¬ 
mouth from on high, so The View 
had no hesitation in snapping up a 
bird’s eye view of the town. 

Merlin Entertainments held an offi¬ 
cial ground-breaking event for its 
giant new viewing tower being built 
near the Pavilion and there was an 
enthusiastic jumble of Press and 
guests keen for a crane to hoist them 
aloft in a cage for a taste of the views 
the tower would eventually offer. 

However, chilly conditions and a 
stiff breeze turned a simple lift into 
something of a Bear Grylls survival 
exercise. 

Pinched faces, stamping feet and 
shivering became the norm as a long 
wait developed to get clearance to go 


aloft in the tricky conditions, a delay 
which even included the crane 
driver’s credentials being checked. 
Very reassuring! 

By the time three frozen Olympic 
sailing girls went up in the first hoist 
with Tower boss Craig Dunkerley - 
who is terrified of heights - the rest 
of us were focussing on something 
far more important, namely who got 
to stand in the lee of the crane where 
there was a bit of shelter if not 
warmth. 

By the time my turn came to go up 
everyone was hallucinating about hot 
coffee although I was still aware 
enough of my surroundings to notice 
the deep grooves in the cage railings 
caused by Craig digging his finger¬ 


nails in for dear life. 

Aloft the views were quite spectac¬ 
ular, more so since conditions meant 
the crane could only hoist us about 
130ft, well short of the tower’s even¬ 
tual height of 174ft, so the views 
from that will be even better. 

Movement to get those views had 
to carefully orchestrated as everyone 
was wearing a safety harness and any 
careless wandering about snarled 
eight people up in a tangle of ropes. 

Back on the ground people stum¬ 
bled off in search of hot drinks and 
food, finding it difficult to equate the 
bitter conditions with the sunshine 
likely to greet the tower’s first users 
this summer - maybe. 


Newspapers - the new personal accessory 


IT is strictly a matter of personal choice which national 
newspaper a person reads, but some of the choices can 
be bizarre. 

For instance, there is the famous comedy definition of 
who reads what paper with lines such as: “The Daily Mir¬ 
ror is read by people who think they run the country ...”

Know your birds! 

RSPB staff at Weymouth Wetlands are calling on 
people to take part in the world's largest wildlife 
survey when the Big Garden Birdwatch is held at 
the end of January. 

Last year more than 11,000 people took part 
across the county to help build up a snapshot of 
what's happening to some favourite birds particu¬ 
larly in light of recent hard winters. 

Organisers are hoping for an even bigger survey 
this year and Weymouth Wetlands will be running 
a special free event on Saturday, January 28th from 
1 Oam-noon to help those new to birdwatching tell 
their dunnocks from their house sparrows. 

Weymouth Wetlands information officer Luke 
Phillips said:"You don't have to be a member of the 
RSPB to come along. You don't even need binocu¬ 
lars or bird books because we'll provide all the gear 
for you. 

"Identifying and counting birds in your garden 
can be the start of a lifelong passion for wildlife, so 
people of all age groups and of course children are 
particularly welcome. 

"As well as being a fun family activity, the Big Gar¬ 
den Birdwatch is also a very important conservation 
tool. 

" It's a great way for us to find out what's happen¬ 
ing to many different species of birds and it couldn't 
be easier to get involved. All you have to do is look 
out at your garden, playground or local park for one 
hour on either Saturday, January 28th or Sunday, 
January 29th and note the different species of birds 
you see, record the highest number of each species 
you see at any one time and give us your results. 

"And if you come along to our free event on Sat¬ 
urday from 10am to 12 noon you can be more cer¬ 
tain of which birds you're seeing." 

Special survey forms, complete with bird ID pho¬ 
tos, will be available on the day. 

There is another walk being held at Weymouth 
Wetlands the weekend before, on Saturday, January 
21 st from 2.30pm to 4.30pm to look for the elusive 
bittern and other herons.

Electric heater 
causes fire in flat 

FIREFIGHTERS from Weymouth and Portland were 
called to a ground floor flat in Franklin Road, Wey¬ 
mouth, when an old fashioned electric single bar fire 
fell over. 

It set fire to laminate flooring after landing just 
inches away from the settee where the 68-year-old 
occupant had fallen asleep. 

Occupants of other flats were alerted to the fire 
when the central mains wired smoke detection sys¬ 
tem triggered. 

Weymouth watch manager Spencer Nicklin said: 
"The occupant had four portable electric heaters on 
at the time of the fire. 

"One of them, the only old fashioned style heater, 
had fallen over somehow and set fire to the laminate 
flooring, causing smoke to fill the flat. 

"The gentleman had been awoken by the neigh¬ 
bours banging on the door after seeing the smoke 
issuing from his flat. If the heater had been even a 
couple of inches closer to the settee, it would have 
set fire to that and him. He was very lucky. 

"The old fashioned heaters do not cut out when 
they fall over unlike new heaters, so always check 
that they have these cut-out mechanisms before 
using them and discard or replace any old fashioned 
heaters. 

"In addition to this advice, never place a heater 
closer than three feet or one metre from anything 
combustible such as furniture or curtains. Preven¬ 
tion is always better than cure." 

Crews then fitted a smoke alarm in the flat and 
have referred the incident to the Community Safety 
TaskTeams who will carry out Quickstrike visits and 
free home fire safety checks in the area. 

The 68-year-old occupant was taken to hospital by 
ambulance crews suffering from smoke inhalation."

Taxi driver fined for 
smoking in his own vehicle 

A TAXI driver caught smoking in his private hire ve¬ 
hicle has been fined £335. 

Mr Paul Hymers was caught smoking in his vehicle 
by a Weymouth & Portland Borough Council Licens¬ 
ing Officer whilst it was parked in the Wey Valley 
School Campus on November 9th 2011. 

Mr Hymers pleaded guilty to the offence by post. 

He admitted he was going through a period of 
great stress at the time of the offence and he deeply 
regrets smoking in his vehicle. 

He had been issued with a fixed penalty notice in 
July 2011 for the same offence. He paid a £30 fine. 

The 2006 Health Act states it is an offence to 
smoke in a smoke-free place, 2007 Regulations pro¬ 
vide that vehicles used by members of the public are 
to be smoke-free. 

Councillor Geoff Petherick, brief holder for Com¬ 
munity Safety at Weymouth & Portland Borough 
Council, said: "It is important to remind the public 
that smoking in public places, including on public 
transport, is against the law. 

"The council is satisfied with the outcome of the 
case and is working hard to ensure the smoking ban 
is followed." 

The magistrates imposed a fine of £120 and a vic¬ 
tim surcharge of £15. He was also ordered to pay a 
contribution of £200 towards the council's costs.

Homework: what parents need to know 


SCHOOLS are encour¬ 
aged to plan homework 
carefully alongside work 
that children do at 
school, and to ensure 
that all activities are ap¬ 
propriate for individual 
children. Here are some 
guidelines to give you 
an idea of how much 
time your child should 
be spending on home¬ 
work, and how you can 
help them. 

Homework guide¬ 
lines for primary and 
secondary schools 
The emphasis is on 
how homework helps 
your child to learn, 
rather than on whether 
it takes a certain amount 
of time. 

For example, some 
children will work 
quicker than others and 
get more done in less 
time. The rough guide¬ 
lines for primary school 


children are: 

Years 1 and 2: one hour 
per week, Years 3 and 4: 
1.5 hours per week, 
Years 5 and 6: 30 min¬ 
utes per day, The guide¬ 
lines for secondary 
school children are: 

Years 7 and 8:45 to 90 
minutes per day, Year 9: 
one to two hours per 
day, Years 10 and 11:1.5 
to 2.5 hours per day 
Your child shouldn't be 
expected to spend 
much longer on home¬ 
work than the guide 
times. It doesn't matter if 
activities don't take as 
long as the guide times 
as long as they are use¬ 
ful. Schools should or¬ 
ganise homework 
carefully so that children 
aren't asked to do too 
much on any one day.

work that children are 
doing at school. How¬ 
ever, homework should 
not always be written 
work. For younger chil¬ 
dren it will largely be: 
reading with parents or 
carers, informal games 
to practice mathemati¬ 
cal skills.

Helping your child 
with homework 
Schools are happy for 
you to support and help 
your child with their 
homework. However, 
t h ey wi 11 a I so wa nt to see 
what your child can do 
on their own. As they 
get older, it is particu¬ 
larly important for your 
child to become more 
independent in their 


learning. Your child is 
likely to get more out of 
an activity if you get in¬ 
volved, as long as you 
don't take over too 
much. If you're unsure 
about what your role 
should be, you should 
discuss it with your 
child's school. 
Feedback on your 
child's homework 
Schools are expected 
to make sure children 
are given feedback on 
their homework. It 
should be given in a 
way that lets your child 


know how well they 
have done and how 
they could do better. 
This may not always 
happen through writ¬ 
ten comments from the 
teacher. Sometimes 
work will be discussed 
in lessons or teachers 
may give written com¬ 
ments on just one or 
two aspects of a piece 
of work. If you're con¬ 
cerned about the feed¬ 
back given to your 
child you should dis¬ 
cuss this with the 
school.

and what shall I wish for, for myself, 
but, being so struck by the lightning of years, 
to be like her with what is left, that loving. 

HOWWOULD YOU LIVE THEN? 

What if a hundred rose-breasted grosbeaks 
flew in circles around your head? What if 
the mockingbird came into the house with you and 
became your advisor? What if 
the bees filled your walls with honey and all 
you needed to do was ask them and they would fill 
the bowl? What if the brook slid downhill just 
past your bedroom window so you could listen 
to its slow prayers as you fell asleep? What if 
the stars began to shout their names, or to run 
this way and that way above the clouds? What if 
you painted a picture of a tree, and the leaves 
began to rustle, and a bird cheerfully sang 
from its painted branches? What if you suddenly 
saw 

that the silver of water was brighter than the silver 
of money? What if you finally saw 
that the sunflowers, turning toward the sun all day 
and every day - who knows how, but they do it 
- were more precious, more meaningful than gold?

Safe young drivers 
must be rewarded 

THE 1AM (Institute of Advanced Motorists) is calling on the gov¬ 
ernment to work with insurers to offer discounts on premiums for 
young drivers who take further driver training, ahead of theTrans- 
port Select Committee's report on the cost of motor insurance, 
published tomorrow. The 1AM also wants to see a review of the 
driving test, to ensure that it is fit for purpose. 

The committee of MPs has been investigating the high cost of 
motor insurance. Premiums have risen significantly over the last 
few years and this is having a big impact on young drivers. 

The average car insurance premium for young males aged 17- 
22 is £2,977, more than three times the average premium of £907. 
For young females the average premium is almost twice as much 
as the average at £1,682. The figure for females will rise further in 
December when new gender equality laws come into effect. 

A survey commissioned for the committee found that 21 per 
cent of young drivers had considered driving without insurance^, 
and nearly a third (30 per cent) have considered altering the infor¬ 
mation they provide to insurance firms in order to secure a lower 
quote. 

A recent 1AM survey of2,000 novice young drivers*2 found that 
only half reported positively on feeling fully prepared for driving 
on their own.There is a real need to ensure that young drivers are 
fully prepared for driving on their own, with reasonable insurance 
premiums to discourage them from breaking the law by driving 
uninsured. 

Seventy four per cent of novice drivers said that they would defi¬ 
nitely take further training if it saved them money on their car in¬ 
surance. The driving test needs to be reviewed, and a system of 
post test training, linked to cheaper insurance, introduced. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said:"The simplest way to reduce 
insurance premiums is to prevent accidents.This is especially true 
for young male drivers who are most at risk of being involved in 
an accident. We need to start rewarding good drivers by encour¬ 
aging further driver training through cheaper insurance. 

"Pass Plus no longer provides a respected or effective training 
offering. The government, insurance and road safety industries 
need to work closely together to develop a better, universally 
recognised option - a partnership which the 1AM is keen to be a 
part of'
